The 1976 AVI index follows the 
general pattern of recent years in that 
it uses a multidescriptor system pri- 
marily designed for mechanical and/or 
electronic use. Every attempt has been 
made to keep it compatible with tradi- 
tional methods of retrieving informa- 
tion. Some terms have been slightly 
modified since last year, but the term 
list as a whole is essentially as it was. 

In order to conserve space in this 
index, the references in the subject in- 
dex carry only the name of the author, 
the month in which the article ap- 
peared, and the page number. This is 
sufficient information to look up the 
article. If full bibliographic reference is 
needed, it is necessary to refer to the 
article itself or the author index. 

Individual entries under subject 
terms are in chronological (NOT alpha- 
betical) order according to the issue of 
AVI in which they appeared. This was 
done to facilitate looking up articles 
within the same volume. 

With the appearance of a new 
AECT glossary of terms, a handbook 
of educational technology terminology 
and definitions for data collection, and 
revision of the ERIC thesaurus since 
the original term list was developed, 
we are considering a major revision of 
the index—most probably in the area 
of regrouping terms and adding new 
terms. We would like to hear your 
comments about this and about any 
other aspect of the index.
